WATER SUPPLY. 


The condition of the existing supply of water from 
the River Nene has remained consistently poor throughout 
the year. Good progress, however, was made with the 
Scheme for obtaining a bulk supply from Peterborough 
and extending the existing service to the whole of the 
rural district. 


SEWERAGE. 


Owing to the clay subsoil of the land ussd for 
disposal of effluent by broad irrigation, it has been 
found increasingly difficult to disposs of the increased 
Saale of effluent without pollution of the surrounding 

es. 


It was, therefore, decided to prepare a Scheme of 
sewage purification by the addition to the existing settling 
tanks of filter beds snd humus tanks, so that the effluent 
could be discharged into Wryde drain. 


HOUSING. 


Five Council houses and three private houses have 
been completed during the year. 
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
